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Extract  from   Remarks   made  by  Hon.  James 
Bryce,  British  Ambassador,  at  the  Ban- 
quet  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University 
Alumni  Association  of  Wash- 
ington on  April  16, 1910

Mr.  Bryce  said  in  part :  "It  is  a  particular  pleas- 
ure  to  me  to  be  present  at  a  gathering  of  the 
alumni  of  Johns  Hopkins  University  not  only  be- 
cause  I  was  united  by  a  long  and  close  friendship 
with  your  former  President  Daniel  C.  Gilman, 
whose  services  to  American  education  everyone 
knows  and  values  but  also  because  I  have  always 
regarded  Johns  Hopkins  as  holding  a  unique  posi- 
tion and  rendering  a  unique  service  to  the  cause  of 
higher  education  in  the  United  States.  The  Johns 
Hopkins  University  was  the  pioneer  in  the  intro- 
duction  of  post-graduate  studies.  It  has  realized 
in  the  concrete  that  large  and  noble  conception  of 
a  university  which  makes  it  not  only  a  place  for 
giving  a  general  liberal  education  and  for  preparing 
men  for  the  various  professions  and  avocations  in 
life  to  which  they  mean  to  apply  their  activities  but 
also  for  providing  advanced  courses  of  study  in 
various  great  departments  of  knowledge  which 
might  be  f ollowed  by  those  who  had  completed  their 
liberal  education  and  who  desired  to  devote  them- 
selves to  the  discovering  of  new  truths.  Neither 
in  America  nor  in  England  or  Scotland,  so  far  as  I 
know,  had  this  view  of  a  university's  function  ever 
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been  carried  into  effect  until  Johns  Hopkins  ap- 
peared.  It  is  a  pioneer  and  has  set  an  example 
-  which  many  other  seats  of  learning  have  now  fol- 
lowed  to  their  own  great  profit.  The  example  set 
by  Johns  Hopkins  has  been  all  the  more  impressive 
because  its  President  and  Professors  have  set  before 
themselves  a  fine  ideal  and  have  determined  that 
study  should  be  thorough  and  accurate,  conducted 
in  an  earnest  and  philosophical  spirit.  The  Uni- 
versity  has  in  that  respect  continued  to  maintain  a 
very  high  level  and  has  made  a  splendid  record. 

11 1  believe  that  you  are  now  thinking  of  rebuild- 
ing  the  University  on  a  larger  scale  and  I  have  even 
been  shown  the  excellent  site  on  the  outskirts  of 
Baltimore  where  it  is  proposed  to  place  it.  I  desire 
to  express  to  you  my  sincere  hope  that  this  under- 
taking  will  prosper  and  that  new  buildings  with  all 
that  is  needed  to  enable  graduate  courses  to  be 
carried  on  on  a  great  scale  and  with  all  the  neces- 
sary  appliances  will  soon  be  provided  by  the  liber- 
ality  of  those  rich  and  public  spirited.men  who  are 
happily  so  numerous  in  America,  and  I  might  per- 
haps venture  to  hope  probably  also  by  the  aid  of  or 
at  least  with  the  countenance  and  approval  of  the 
State  of  Maryland  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  both 
of  which  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  such  a  Uni- 
versity as  Johns  Hopkins  has  shown  itself  to  be." 
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
